ones,  is  ftill  more  fo  ;  and  no  Time  mull  be  loft  in  reducing  the  Court 
to  its  original  Eftablifhmenr. 

Confidering  the  fmall  comparative  Portion  of  Territory  which  we 
now  pofleft,  and  the  offenfive  Military  Operations  about  to  take  place, 
in  Conformity  to  the  Inftru6lions  which  you  will  receive  from  Mr.  Secre- 
tary Dundas  in  this  Behalf,  which  Operations,  from  their  Nature,  muft 
in  a  great  Meafure  leflen,  if  not  entirely  fulpend  for  a  Time  the  Civil 
Jurifdiélion  and  Authorities,  it  feems  abfurd  to  fuppofe  that  a  Council 
of  Juftice,  confifting  of  Eleven  Members  and  One  Prefident,  who  joins 
to  his  Situation  that  of  Chief  juftice  of  Police,  with  a  Procureur  General, 
muft  not  be  fufficienc  for  the  Adminiftration  of  Juftice  in  all  thcDiftrifts 
now  in  our  PoflefTion. 

Such  of  them  as  are  not  neceflarily  employed  at  Port-au-Prince^ 
fhould  take  their  Tour  of  Duty,  and  be  employed  in  the  feveral  Diftriftsi 
fuch  a  Mode  of  Proceeding  on  their  Parts,  with  the  Affiftance  of  the 
Juges  de  Paix  of  each  Diftri6t  (who  I  underftand  receive  no  Salaries) 
would,  no  Doubt,  render  feparate  and  diftinft  Courts  of  Juftice  in  thofe 
Diilrifts  unneceffary  for  the  prefent,  and  thereby  produce  a  con- 
fiderable  Saving  to  the  Public. 

Not  having  received  from  Sir  Adam  Williamfon,  as  Î  have  already 
mentioned,  the  Information  required  by  my  Letter  of  the  6th  of 
Oftober  laft,  it  is  not  poffiblc  to  determine  what  Civil  Offices  may  be 
requifite  in  the  prefent  Situation  of  Affairs  in  St.  Domingo;  but,  pend- 
ing Military  Operations,  they  muft  neccffarily  be  but  very  kw,  and 
therefore  the  only  Direftion  that  can  be  given  on  this  Point,  and  which 
His  Majefty's  Service,  not  lefs  that  the  Intereft  of  the  Colony,  requires^ 
is,  that  Civil  Appointments  fhould  be  as  limited  in  Number,  and  as 
œconomically  paid,  as  poflible.  For  while  the  Military  Conteft  for  the 
Country  continues,  little  other  than  Military  Authority  ought  to  pre- 
vail ;  and  upon  that  Principle,  when  no  urgent  Reafon  operates  to  the 
contrary,  you  ought  to  regulate  your  Condud  conformably  to  the 
Powers  vefted  in  you  by  your  Commifllon,  which  both  authorizes  and 
direfts  you  to  be  guided  by  the  Law  Martial,  where  Circumflances  re- 
quire it.
